Mr.  Wadsworth  resigned  as 
president  of  PRI  in  Sept.  1962, 
to  devote  more  time  to  writing 
and  lecturing. 

THE  AUTHOR  of  several  mag- 
azine articles  on  nuclear  testing, 
disarmament  and  foreign  policy, 
Mr.  Wadsworth  is  currently  work- 
ing on  his  second  book.  His  first, 
“The  Price  of  Peace,”  was  pub- 
lished last  April.

3.  Is  the  Editorial  Board  acting 
“to  represent  the  university 
community  which  includes 
faculty,  administration,  staff 
and  students??  by  blandly  dis- 
allowing the  existence  and  ap- 
plicability of  other  rights  and 
laws  which  might  question  the 
stand  taken? 

4.  Do  the  following  words  and 
phrases  of  the  editorial  have 
place  anywhere  but  in  the 
writings  of  a journalist  rid- 
ing on  sensationalism,  seeking 
Support  of  readers’  glands  in- 
stead of  their  minds: 

“dared;  persecuted  beyond 
all  imagination  by  Univer- 
sity officials,  etc.,  for  try- 
ing to  pursue  his  legal  goals 
in  life;  sheer  force;  flag- 
rant violations;  certainly 
embarrassed  the  U.  S.  in  the 
eyes  of  the  world;  is  it  not 
also  time  that  our  state  of- 
ficials and  representatives 
began  counting  their  bless- 
ings under  our  constitu- 
tional form  of  government;
